REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 and 
8 of the current application teach similar subject matter as the prior art of Tuchitoi et al. 
(US 7,145,683), Ferlitsch (US 7,190,477), Barrett et al. (US 5,935,262), and Imbrie et al. 
(US 2002/0169002). However claims 1 and 8 are allowed for the reasons pointed out 
by the applicant's remarks filed on 06 August 2010. Specifically the prior art fails to 
teach "means for validating the stored print jobs for printing, wherein said 
validating means receives the print account jobs and without user interaction 
validates a corresponding print job for printing in the case a valid print account 
job generated as the second print job has been received'. 

3. Claims 2-7, and 9-21 are allowed for being dependent on an allowable base 
claim.
